Canada,  the  speaker  bald,  has 
only  sixty -seven  stations,  only  four 
of  which  are  5,000  watts,  which  use 
the  air  exclusively,  and  alevan 
shared  wave  leagtha  aUottad  by  ttie 
United  atataa  to  Canada,  the  total 
power  of  all  Canadian  sUtlons  Is 
laaa  than  95.000  watts,  while  at  least 
ten  American  stations  and  a  score 
of  American  cities  broadcasting  in- 
to Canada  have  greater  power. 

Dr  Joe  E.  Morgan,  chairman  of 
the  National  Committee  on  Educa- 
tion by  Radio,  charged  educational 
stations  have  been  "squeeaed"  off 
the  air  and  said  the  ooaualttee  Is 
trying  "to  save  or  raeard  fbr  uaas 
of  education  a  fair  ehufu  af  tha 
broadeastlng  frequanslas.
